USEFUL HOBBIES. 


A. Defense Against Deprennlon and Worry 


Which 111 FricelenB. 


The tendency of American life is in 


the direction of specialized knowledge. 
Law and medicine have been split up 
into specialties. The men who succeed 
in these two professions are those who 
cultivate special branches until they 
become authorities in them. It is the 
same in science 
Life is too short for 


a man to master more than a single 
department of geology or chemistry 
or botany. Darwin was an exceptional 
case of a scientific man, with the ideal 
equipment of ample means and leisure, 
who was able to range over many 
fields, but all his studios were brought 
to a single focus upon his specialty of 
the origin of species. The ordinary 
man of science is forced to get his liv- 
ing from his profession; hence if he is 
to make a name for himself he must 
narrow his field of work and cultivate 
it to the highest point. Such woik as 
this does not necessarily make a man 
of one idea. If he has had liberal 
training, the tendency is to encourage 
him to take up some hobby, entirely 
apart from his profession, into which 
JIG enters with the zest of recreation. 
It matters littla whether it is garden- 
ing or geometry, so long as he Imds in 
it tho rest and recuperation which ha 
needs. 


The great danger in American life 


arises horn the inability of business 
and professional men to take daily rest 
from wearisome routine. This, mora 
than overwork or anxiety, drives so 
many able men to suicide or the insane 
as\lum or into that condition of mcnta^ 
collapse which is more hopeless than 
'_,nientia. 
When a man takes his 


b'us'iness cares home with him, broods 
over them throughout dinner, revolves 
them in his nimcl when he prepares 
for bed and perhaps repeats in sleep 
the struggles of the day, with its de- 
feats or its triumphs—when a. man 
does this he discounts his strength and 
hi.s future. II he persists in it many 
years, lie will lose a large measure of 
Lite mental and physical vigor and he 
will be beyond all hope of recupera- 
tion. Business then becomes a tread- 
mill, and the door of escape is shut 
upon hira. _ There is a large number 
of such men in this city and State who 
have no resources ot recreation in 
themselves. 
The richer they get the 


more exacting is the tyranny of busi-! 
ness raros 


With a hobby the poorest clerk or 


the wealthiest millionaire is supplied 
with a delcn.se against depression and 
worry which is priceless. Take the 
ase of a book-keeper who is confined 
:o his de.sk tor eight or ten hours a day. 
If ha can cultivate a taste for botany 
or geology it will give him an oppor- 
unity tor regular excursions into the 
country, while he can analyze and ar- 
range his specimens during his leisure 
'lours m the evening. If he has a tal- 
jnt for mechanics, wood-carving, car- 
jontry, potteiy or any of the hundred 
mi-units into which enter deftness of 
Kind and quickness ot eye are open 
to him. The hours which would hang 
icavy on his hands were he without 
my hobby seem all too short for the 
ilt'iisant work that lie comes to with a 
eelmg of relief. He has a resource 
igamst business worry that will add 
•fa years to his life and that will stand 
um in good stead should misfortune 
or loss of loved ones come upon him. 
[t is the same with the rich man, save 
;hat ho has opportunities to develop 
us pastimes entirely beyond the reach 
of the poor clerk. Practically, how- 
Jver, the two must stand on the same 
:ooting 
They must cultivate a taste 
!or simple and wholesome pleasures 
which do not depend on money for 
.heir gratification. 


Tho best way to insure the formation, 


of a hobby is to encourage children^o 
develop their natural tastes. There 
ire few healthy boys who do not take 
cindly to tools or machinery. Such 
aptitudes should be encouraged, ran 
skill in any handicraft is a valuaola 
possession. When a boy shows a de- 
ided partiality for any science, ea- 
ourage him to make a collection, to 
do some original work—in a word, 
start him toward his hobby. It makes 
itlle difference what the subject may 
be, so long as the enthusiasm for study 
and work be present. 
A little en- 


louragement of thissortwill save much 
anxiety when the boy reaches that crit- 
'cal age when the confidence ofyonth 
s not, tempered by the judgment of 
manhood. Devotion to a hobby will 
serve to pro/ent the formation of habits 
which may wreck a promising career.

ARTIFICIAL RUBIES. 


A Clover Imitation Which Can be Detected 


by Experts Only. 
I 


It is stated that Prof. Friedel, of jthe 


French Institute, has addressed ai re- 
port to the Association of Jewelers fend 
Diamond Merchants in Paris on arti- 
ficial rubies. He found the chemical 
iomposition, density, fusibility, ciys- 
;alme form and refractive power otjthe 
artificial specimens handed to him! for 
examination to correspond in everjre- 
spect with ths qualifies of the natiral 
rubies. Both kinds contain alike ;iny 
air bubbles. But while the cavities in 
the genuine rubies are almost polyiiet- 
ric, with surfaces parallel to the planes 
of cleavage, those in the artificial speci- 
mens examined by Prof. Friedel had 
curved surfaces, frequently of a Bear- 
like form. Moreover, all these pear- 
shaped bubbles in any given portiop of 
;he artificial ruby had their elongated 
axes running in the same direction. 
From this Prof. Friedel infers that! the 
material out of which the 
artifjcial 


rubies are made was originally of a 
pasty consistency, and the bubbles of 
2;as strivjng to escape gave their puison 
cavities this pear-like form. In. conse- 
quence of this technical report the asso- 
ciation decided that artificial rubies 
could not be regarded as previous 
stones, and any one selling them as such 
would be guilty of fraud.—St. James' 
Gazette.

of 8»ath Carolina, writing in the Decem. 
\ior Cotfvry of his experience* at Gettys- 
burg, telln of a proposition whieb he made 
to General Hood for an attack on theUnion 
loft, and says: I found General Hood on 
tha ridso, where his line had been formed, 
communicated to him the information I 
tuid obtained and pointed oat tho ease with 
which a, movement by the right flank 
might be made. He coincided fully in my 
views, but said that hie orders were posi- 
tive to attack in front as soon as the left 
of tho corps should get into position. I 
therefore 
entered 
a 
formal 
protest 


against tho direct attack, on the grounds: 
1. That the great natural strength of tho 
enemy's position in our front rendered the 
renult of a direct assanlt extremely uncer- 
tain. 2. That eren if successful, the vic- 
tory would b« pnrciicsad at too gfreat a 
sacrifice of life, and onr troops would be 
in no condition to improve it. 3. That a 
front attack was unnecessary—the occu- 
pation of Hound-top daring the night by 
moving upon it from tie south and the ex- 
tension of our right wing from thac point 
across tho enemy's left and rear, being 
not only practicable, bat eaey.

Whispers From tlio Grave—An Imnor-

CIHCAOO, Nov. '-'!).—It was not generally 


known until yesterday that Henry Jun- 
Hon. who made a murtlorous assault upon 
Ins wile early Friday morning, was a 
member of the North Side "group,'' one of 
Uie mnsT rubld Anarchists in the city, and 
the night of the l/omh explosion was 
w i t h i n a few feet of the place from where 
the deadly missile was hurled into the 
ranks of the marching policemen. Knowl- 
edge rcBUltlag from his identification has 
led to tho discovery of what may be a 
dclinite clew to the bomb-thrower. The 
night the bomb was thrown Jauson left

A Horse-Thief Fatally Shtit While 


Fleeing- From Imagin- 


ary Foes. 


Mysterious Disappearance of a Man 


Who Threatened to Commit Suicide 


—Angusta Anderson's Suit. 


An Attempted Land Steal—The Conti- 


nental Hotel Fire—Suspicious 


Circumstances. 


Tragic Death of a Horse-Thief. 


BURLINOTOK JUXCTIO.V,, Mo., Nov. 29.— 


During the past three weeks three horses 
have been stolen from this vicinity, two of 
which were owned by William Vulganiot, 
a farmer, living about three miles from 
here, and the other by William Knight, a 
butcher of this city. Strong efforts were 
made by those interested to ferret out the 
thief, and on Wednesday evening last 
William Knight received a letter from 
Deputy Sheriff Mider, of Union Star, Mo., 
which gave him a clew to the whereabouts 
of his horse, and also as to the identifica- 
tion of the thief, and that the thief was 
headed for Kansas City. Mr. Knight at 
once left for that place, accompanied by 
an 
attorney of 
this city, and after 


a 
short 
search 
the 
three 


horses were recovered 
and the thief, 


James Boyle, was arrested. Mr. Kelson, 
deputy United States marshal, started 
with the prisoner to Maryville to lodge 
him in jail at that place, but on reaching 
Maitland received a telegram stating it 
would not be safe to bring the prisoner to 
this place as there was danger of lynch- 
ing. At Skidrnore some more telegrams 
were received, advising him to leave • the 
train with the prisoner at Quitmen, five 
miles south of this city. The deputy there 
made arrangements with the conductor to 
let him off the train with his man two 
miles south of this place. 


After leaving the train the deputy start- 


ed with the prisoner, handcuffed, along the 
railroad track for this place. After pro- 
ceeding a short distance the noise of some 
men with a team at a farm crossing ex- 
cited the prisoner's apprehension that a 
mob was upon him, when he broke from 
the deputy and struck for the timber, 
about a mile distant. After several inef- 
fectual attempts to restrain him in his 
flight, and it being night and the prisoner 
about to escape, Deputy Nelson fired his 
revolver at Boyle's legs to cripple him, 
and continued firing until but one load 
was left in the revolve!1. This he used 
with deadly effect, the ball piercing his 
brain, killing him instantly. 


A coroner's inquest was held over the 


remains at this place yesterday, resulting 
in a Terdict that the deceased came to his 
death by a pistol shot wound inflicted by J. 
W. Nelson in the performance of 
his 


duty. Boyle boarded at the Norway Hotel 
in tnis city for several weeks prior to the 
disappearance of Vulgamot's horses, and 
some articles found on his person at the 
time of his arrest implicated him in a rob- 
bery committed at the hotel during his 
stay there. On his way to this place, he 
offered to turn State's evidence, and said 
tlievo was an organized gang of horse 
thieves operating in Northwest Missouri 
and Southern Iowa. 


A Mysterious Disappearance. 


NEW TOKK, Nov. 38.—Louis Welland, No. 


403 West Thirty-third 
street, forty-one 


years of age, who for the past seventeen 
years has followed the trade oi an up- 
holsterer, has mysteriously disappeared. 
Last Tuesday afternoon he left home and 
did not return that night. His wile sat up 
for him till early morning, and then, while 
nervously perambulating the room, she 
found a letter from Welland saying that 
she would never see him again. 
He gave 


directions that when his body was found 
his wife should notify the lodge of Free 
Masons to which he belonged, but should 
not invite any politicians to his funeral. 
He said he had come to the conclusion that 
he could be of no further use to society. 
He also left other letters, bidding farewell 
to friends. 


Mrs. 
Welland was naturally very much 


distressed by this, although her husband 
had previously made similar threats, 
which were not followed by evil conse- 
quences. 
Constant 
efforts 
have been 


made by friends and the police to find the 
missing man, buthithcrto without success. 
It is feared that he has really done him- 
self some harm- Mr. Welland has. been an 
aspirant for political honors on several oc- 
casions and his repeated failures have, it 
is thought, unsettled his mind. 


Aususta Anderson's Suit. 


BHOOKLYN, N. Y., Nov. 28.—An action 


has been begun in the City Court against 
Albert Most, a wealthy coal dealer of No. 
33 Third place, by Augusta Anderson, who 
lives at 51) backett street, for alleged as- 
sault. Augusta Anderson is a Swedish 
girl, who rents an apartment from Most. 
Through her lawyer, she says, in her com- 
plaint, that Mr. Most entered her sleeping 
apartment, on November 1. and, despite 
her protest, took objectionable liberties 
with her. She screamed loudly for help, 
and one of tho tenants in an adjoining 
apartment came In and compelled Most to 
desiat. Most put up a general denial, and 
claims that the complaint is apartof a 
blackmailing scheme. He has a coal yard 
at No. S6Sackett, and is said to be worth 
over $100,000. He is a German and a mar- 
ried man with a large family. Augusta 
wants *20,000. 


An Attempted Mexican Land Steal. 
EL PASO, Tex., Nov. 28.—Friday a force 


of more than a hundred Mexicans was 
found at work upon the estate of Judge 
Leahy at Concordia, four miles below El 
Paso, excavating a channel to turn the 
current of the Rio Grande and throw upon 
the Mexican side of the river a large tract 
of land now on the American side. After 
remonstrating in vain Judge Leahy made 
a formal protest to the jefe politico across 
the river. If this fails Judge Leahy will 
appeal to the American State Department. 
The laud which the Mexicans are trying 
to gobble Is the result of slow accretions 
to iho American bank. The treaty of 1884 
provides that such slow accretions shall 
belong to the side of -the river on which 
they are made. 


The Continental Hotel Fire—A Bad 


Case. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 28.—At the investigation 


of the Continental Hotel fire by the city 
tire inspector yesterday, four witnesses 
were examined. Mr. B. T. Tomiinson, who 
had boarded at the hotel for years, and 
who left on the day preceding the fire, 
said he had been confidentially warned by 
Mrs. 
Bowen, who was in charge of the 


hotel, and that he in turn warned several 
other friends, who left on the same day. 
No arrests have as yet been made.

A BIG LAND SUIT. 


A Large Number of Defendants of Na- 


tional Reputation. 


KII.WAI.-KEE, Wis., Nov. 29.—Papers have 


been served in a suit involving 160 acres in 
the heart of Superior City, Wis. The land 
is valued at $4<X),000, and is covered with 
costly improvements. 
The suit is a re- 


markable one in that the defendants num- 
ber many men of National repute or their 
heirs. The title dates back to 3S55, when 
speculators pre-empted the land by using 
half-breed Chippowas as "dummy" resi- 
dents to obtain title from the Government. 
These men conveyed the property twice, 
the second purchaser, however, recording 
his conveyance first. 


The present litigation is to determine 


the strength of these respective titles. In

LIFE IN AFRICA. 


What a Resident of Fort Elizabeth Sayi 


Abont His Native Country. 


The average citizen doesn't know, 


much about Africa except what he 
reads in works of travel. Mr. H. C. 
Lovemore, a native resident of Port 
Elizabeth, Cape Colony, South Africa, 
ias been sojourning in this city for sev- 
eral weeks. He is an intelligent, fine- 
looking young man, twenty years of 
a"e, and is a member of one of the 
ofdest English families, and has been 
raised among the people of that fertile 
country. 


Mr. Lovemore is brimful of informa- 


tion on South Africa, and talks in an 
entertaining way about his experiences. 
This is his first trip from his home. 


I left Port Elizabeth in a United States 


sailing vessel, the Olustre, bound for 
Boston. We arrived ia Boston after a 
passage of sixty-seven days. The dis- 
tance is about 7,400 miles. We had all 
sorts of weather, but I was mighty glad 
to see land. We touched at the Ber- 
muda Islands, and this was our only 
stop between Port Elizabeth rnd Bos- 
ton 
I didn't have h very exalted 


opinion of the States before I left 
home. My countrymen have the im- 
pression that every one in your coun- 
try carries a revolver, and will ram it 
down a stranger's throat whenever he 
says any thing they 
don't 
like. 


Some time ago a Port 
Elizabeth 


lawyer went to England and re- 
turned 
home 
by 
way 
of 
New 


York. 
A confidence man got hold 


of him in the city and fleeced him 
out of a thousand dollars. Of course 
when he got back with us he had a 
great story to tell, and the people were 
induced to believe that the Americans 
were all murderers or robbers." 


"What has been yon experience?" 
"I have never been treated better in 


my life. My folks were afraid to let 
me come, because of the terrible tales 
that have been related about the 
Yankees, but I am most agreeably sur- 
prised." 


"Do many foreigners find their way 


to South Africa?" 


"A great many, but few of them are 


from the States. They are principally 
English and Scotch, with a considera- 
ble sprinkling of Irish and Germans 
and some Italians. You can firui al- 
most any nationality in the Kimberly 
diamond mines." 


"Have you ever visited these nimeaP" 
"No, but I know considerably about 


them 
They arc four hunched miles 


from my town and ate the largest and 
most ptoductivp in tlio world. Some 
very line stonos have been found lately. 
Some fortune-hunters who go there get 
rich in a week and quit, while others 
work for yeiws without realizing any 
thing. It's all a mailer of luck." 


"How do you Europeans stand the 


climate?" 
"It's very hard on us. I have seen 


the thermometer during Christmas 
week (your winter is our summer) 
when it has registered one hundred 
and Ihirlj-eightinthe shade. The nights 
are excessively hot, for while we are on 
the coast thevvincUcomesfiom tho land. 
Abont nine o'clock in the morning the 
wind often blows a perfect gale, but by 
six o'clock in the evening there is a 
perfect calm. I have noticed that the 
man in the moon on this side of the 
globe scorns to stand on his feet, while 
with us his position is inverted—he 
stands on his head." 


"Are 
you ever bothered by wild 


beasts in the vicinity of Port Eliza- 
beths"1 


"The lions are cleaned out in onr 


section, but there are plenty of them 
about two hundred miles away. At a 
distance of thirty miles from town can 
be seen plenty of elephants at almost 
any time. The great pest and terror 
with us is snakes. Hundreds of people 
are bitten and killed annually. The 
puff adders and night adders are very 
numerous and deadly. They infest the 
town, and it is impossible to get rid of 
them." 
' 'Are the n atives m aking any progress 


toward civilization11" 


"Not much. They are an idl" •shift- 


loss lot, without the slightest amlj tion 
beyond getting enough to eat. All the 
negro tribes of South Africa, as you 
probably know, are designated by the 
one name of Kafliis." 


"How is labor paid in Port Eliza- 


beth?" 


"Poorly. 
An ordinary day-laborer 


receives about one dollar per day, 
while a oaipentcr or skilled mccanic 
can earn two dollars and fifty cunts. 
However, rent and living are very 
cheap."—Cincinnati Enquirer.
